Miss FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE.— 
has made a suggestion in prison re- 
form. In all crimes involving rob- 
bery the thief is to be made to work 
out and repay the price of the theft. 
The State convicts, and affords safe 
keeping, and a certain amout of pun- 
ishment. What is that to the indi- 
vidual loser? It may be revenge. 
That is a poor restitution. No, the 
thief owes something more than this. 
He is indebted to the owner the price 
of the thing stolen. The owner 
should, therefore, have a line on him 
until the amount is returned. A man 
robs another of five hundred dollars, 
say, and is sent to prison for it. As 
the law stands, the person robbed, 
and who has certainly lost five hun- 
dred dollars, receives no adequate 

rotection. Let the thief restore the 

ve hundred dollars in labor or mon- 
ey. The difficulty would be found 
in enforcing sucha rule. A_ thief 
could hardly be kept in confinement 
to work out his debt after his sentence 
had expired. Neither while under 
sentence could theState, whose pris- 
oner he is, be expected to see that the 
theft was expiated. The State wants 
all the labor of its crimenals for its 
own use. Miss Nightingale’s scheme 
is impracticable.
